Rudolph Rambousek of 917 Clark ave 
nue Was the complaining witness and 
the trial, which developed amusing sit- 
uations, is another chapter in a back 
vard feud of six years’ standing which 
has traversed from the Circuit to the 
Supreme Court with Police and Justice 
Court complications, entailing upwards 
of $2000 in costs on the part of the liti- 
gants. Mrs. Berger's attorney, M. Hart- 
mann, after giving the peace bond, 
served notice of appeal. 

The peculiar construction 
companion houses at 923. a 
Park avenue is re sponsible for 

Seven years ago con ai bouglit 
the two outside houses and nailed up 
the gates leading to the middle dwelling. 
The owner was compelled. to bring suit 
in the Circuit Court in July 1901, and 
Judge Ferriss decided that the gates 
would have to be opened, Rambousek 
appealed to the Supreme Court, which 
sustained the Circuit Court.
